Stating  that  it  is  only  remotely  pos- 
sible that  the  dye  cloud  is  in  orbit 
around  the  satellite,  Highsmith  thinks 
there  is  more  likelihood  that  the  dye 
adhered  to  the  balloon  and  the  orbitting 
object  is  merely  an  optical  Uluston 
caused  by  an  ‘'irregular  paint  job.” 

The  balloon  would  not  collapse  if 
niptuiM,  due  to  lack  of  atmospheric 
preasure,  and  the  escaping  gas  would 
force  Echo  n Into  a fast  spin. 

To  date,  14  Rangers  or  Lunar  probes 
have  tailed  their  mission,  for  various 
reasons.

it  is  quite  obvious  that  Highsmith  saw 
the  impact  of  the  Ranger,  and  if  so, 
what  did  a Flagstaff  astronomer  and  a 
Florida  astronomer  see7  The  Flagstaff 
man,  Dr.  Kal  Ralua,  said  he  saw  a 


brilliant  white  flash  on  the  Lunar  sur- 
face 60  mites  from  the  predicted  im- 
pact point,  SO  seconds  before  Ranger  6 
was  supposed  to  impact.  The  Florida 
man  said  he  watched  what  he  thought 
was  Ranger  6,  go  behind  the  moon. 

Ranger  6 was  the  Lunar  probe  de- 
signed to  photograph  the  moon  and 
transmit  Giose  photos  to  earth  before 
impact.  Unfortunately  the  Satellite  did 
not  function  correctly  in  the  last  few 
crucial  minutes  and  no  photos  were 
.transmitted.  Furthermore,  Ranger  6 is 
the  14th  Lunar  Probe  to  fail  in  Its  mis- 
sion to  photograph  the  moon.  The  only 
successful  one  to  date  is  the  Russian 
Lunik  of  October  1659.  According  to 
British  spokesmen  at  Jodrell  Bank,  the 
Russians  are  having  the  same  problem 
— not  .a  single  success  since  4he  1959 
shot.

And — on  February  18,  Space  Scien- 
tists were  at  a loss  to  explain  the  dis- 
appearence  of  Syncom.  It  had  been 
launched  (he  .preceding  Thursday  from 
Cape  Kennedy.  Its  ultimate  aim  was  to 
have  been  to  establish  an  orbit  that 
would  make  U appear  to  hover  motion- 
less over  a spot  in  the  South  Atlantic. 
The  launch  was  routine  and  It  achieved 
orbit  at  22,300  miles  but  then  its  radio 
transmitter  came  to  an  abrupt  halt. 
There  was  no  recorded  "jolt”  as  if  a 
meteorite  had  struck  it,  in  the  case  of 
Mariner  U.  After  it's  launch  (and  this 
is  not  ^ generally  known),  a Swedish 
tracking  station  tracked  an  object  trail- 
ing Syncom,  and  two  preceding.  It  is 
feasible  that  the  trailing  object  was  the 
satellite’s  last  stage,  but  it  is  not  logical 
that  the  two  objects  which  preceded 
Syncom  were  any  part  of  the  launching 
mechanism.  Three  weeks  later,  the  satel- 
lite, all  alone  now,  but  with  its  trans- 
mitters still  out,  was  tracked  and  lo- 
cated via  a unique  method:  Computers 
aided  by  Doppler  shift. 

And — in  March,  six  mysterious  "or- 
phan” satellites  were  discovered  in 
Space.  The  U.S.  and  Russia  disclaim 
ownership.  They  may  be  telling  the 
truth.

The  following  account  appeared 
in  the  Waball  Observer  on 
A«gi«t  2:  **A  mysterious  circu- 
lar object  projecting  a beaming 
light,  seen  over  Walsall  on 
Thursday  last  (August  1),  was 
reported  to  the  police  for  investi- 
gation.

Its  mean  distance 
from  the  sun  is  887  million  miles.  This  is

Alkiit  Cook  and  Freit  Franklin 
of  the  Smithsonian  Astrophysical  Observa- 
tory in  Cambridge,  Mass.,  they  are  not  more 
than  eight  inches  thick!

Parlor  Game  of  Fainting 
No  “Lark"  for  Players 

^ FAINTING  in  llritaiii  is  now  a parlor 
game  called  a “lark"  but  it  ts  causing  more 
trouble  to  the  mctlical  profession  than  the 
feminine  swoons  of  Queen  Victoria’s  day. 

In  the  British  Medical  Journal,  July  13, 
196.1,  Sir  Aubrey  Ruinbail,  Air  Vice  Mar- 
shal and  consultant  in  medicine,  Royal  Air 
b'urcc,  reported  CTC.iininiitg  for  pilot  duties 
two  young  men  who  had  played  the  poten- 
tially hazardous  parlor  games  of  the  “faint- 
ing lark"  and  “mess  trick." 

Prolonged  fainting  had  caused  neuro- 
logical symptoms  and  pulmonary  edema 
‘ ixccssive  accumulation  of  Buid),  Both 
:re  unconscious  and  hospitalized  after  the 
inting  episodes  involving  breath-holding, 
ne  young  men  recovered  but  said  they 
Duld  never  repeat  their  prank. 

One  of  them  described  the  "fainting  lark" 
deal:  He  squatted  on  the  floor  and  breathed 
and  out  moderately  deeply  every  three  or 
ur  seconds.  Then  he  closed  hu  mouth 
id  pinched  his  nose,  all  the  time  trying 
breathe  out.  Both  ears  “plopped"  and 
; felt  as  though  he  were  drowning,

Potent  New  Swiss  Drug 
Used  for  Iron  Poisoning 

► A POTENT  new  drug  to  treat  iron 
poisoning,  first  tested  on  humans  in  Switzer- 
land, is  also  being  used  clinically  in  the 
United  States,  the  Ciba  Pharmaceutical 
Company  said. 

The  drug,  called  Desferal  in  Basel,  Swit- 
zerland, is  believed  to  be  a “significan 
therapeutic  advance"  in  treating  “overloads' 
of  iron  in  cases  of  severe  anemia. 

The  Swiss  research  is  reported  in  th 
New  England  Journal  of  Medicine,  269:5/ 
1963,  but  the  Ciba  medical  department  it 
Summit,  N.  said  that  Dr.  Elmer  Browi 
did  preliminary  clinical  work  at  the  Untvei 
sity  of  Southern  California  in  Los  Angele: 

When  the  drug  will  be  licensed  for  pre 
duction  is  not  known. 

Drs.  Sven  Moeschlin  and  Urs  Schnider  c 
Solothurn,  Switzerland,  reported  work  wit 
eight  humans  suffering  from  iron  tnto.xic:

benefited  from  Desferal. 

The  Swiss  doctors  experimented  first  wit 
guinea  pigs  that  had  acute  ferrous  sulfac 
poisoning,  and  found  that  if  treamient  starr 
after  only  six  or  12  hours,  80%  of  the  an, 
mals  survive. 

Desferal,  called  DFOM  for  its  generi 
n.imc  desferrioxamine-B,  is  today  the  treat 
mer.t  of  choice  in  certain  conditions  of  iron 
poi'-’ning. 

Iron  poisoning  causes  a brownish  coloring 
of  'he  skin  called  hemochromatosis  .and, 
tu  eliminate  more  iron  than  .iny  other  treat- 
mc.ot  in  cases  of  primary  disease,  blood- 
letting is  praedeed. 

But  the  investigators  reported  that  sec- 
ondary hemochromatosis  in  aplastic  and 
sick!c-cell  anemia  responded  b«t  to  Des- 
ferai.  Iron  poisoning  in  a Mediterranean 
type  of  anemia  that  is  particularly  severe  it 
children  also  responds  to  the  new  drug.
